Bed bugs 
biting 

Bloodthirsty insects force 
couple out of home

Repeated infestations of 
bloodthirsty insects have 
forced a couple out of 
their downtown home, 
through what they’re call¬ 
ing preventable 
negligence. 

“We feel like complete 
trash,” Matt Hillman said. 
“We keep our place very 
clean, but this still happens. 
People treat us like lepers 
because they don’t want to 
get it.” 

Hillman and partner Kyle 
Stevenson are battling bed¬ 
bugs at their three-floor 
walk-up apartment building 
at 10608-113 St. 

The tiny night feeders 
thrive on human blood. The 
pair have both awoken with 
unexpected bites on multi¬ 
ple occasions. 

“The itching that it’s caus¬ 
ing is driving us absolutely 
crazy,” Hillman said. “Half 
the bites I’m getting are 
swelling up, causing me to 
not be able to walk properly 
or not be able to use my 
hands.” 

Under management de¬ 
mand and 48 hours notice, 
the pair say they purchased 
air-tight containers, packed 
all their belongings, and 


laundered all they could. 

This week’s fiimigation 
will mark the third time 
they will go through the six- 
day process since the prob¬ 
lem began in May. 

Hillman says no efforts 
were made by building 
management to ensure resi¬ 
dents are cleaning their 
suites, and is convinced it’s 
the reason the bugs won’t 
die. 

Combining supplies, 
laundry services and a new 
vacuum, Hillman estimates 
he’s spent over $1,000 com¬ 
bating the problem, and 
says he has been refused 
compensation. 

Mayfield Management 
did not return multiple 
messages left by Metro Ed¬ 
monton. 

Alberta Health Services 
officials recently reported 
bedbug infestations are on 
the rise. 

According to provincial 
health legislation, provided 
the building’s management 
is attempting to rectify the 
problem, tenants are not 
entitled to compensation. 

The pair say they’ve been 
driven out of their home, 
and hope to move into a 
condo in January. 

“We started looking as 
soon as this began,” Hill¬ 
man said.

The determined teen is 
preparing for a mid-month 
trip to Virginia, in hopes 
costly experimental molec¬ 
ular magnetic energy treat¬ 
ment will help her recover.

Shocked and frustrated, 
Chumchantha and her fi¬ 
ance pressed on with the 
wedding despite the 
bride’s Thai side being no¬ 
ticeably absent. “I’m real¬ 
ly upset about it,” she 
said. “It’s just one day in 
my life.”

GST and provincial taxes. 

Previously, users could

New law has tobacco 
advocates fuming 


Tobacco advocates are 
seething over a new Cana¬ 
dian law they claim will 
snuff out sales of cigarettes 
packed with U.S. burley to¬ 
bacco, and are fighting to 
protect their export sales. 

They are asking U.S. trade 
officials to take their com¬ 
plaints to the World Trade 
Organization, hoping to 
pressure Canadians into 
protecting the burley vari¬ 
ety. They also want to head 
off the spread of similar 
laws to other markets that 
are crucial consumers of 
the American tobacco leaf. 

Export markets are “ab¬ 
solutely critical” to the to¬ 
bacco industry, said Erica 


Peterson, executive vice- 
president of the North Car¬ 
olina Agribusiness Council. 

The Canadian law won fi¬ 
nal approval this month. It 
is meant to curtail youth 
smoking in part by banning 
the sale of tobacco scented 
with fruit and candy

Transit levy will create a more livable city

At the risk of stating the 
obvious, transit costs mon¬ 
ey — about a thousand dol¬ 
lars per house in a new 
neighbourhood for buses, 
shelters, and benches, ac¬ 
cording to the city. 

Now council’s talking 
about passing that cost 
back on to those responsi¬ 
ble for the costs: suburban 
developers. Right now, two 
groups are on the hook for 
those costs. The first are 


riders, through rising fares 
or crowded routes subsi¬ 
dizing empty ones. The 
second are Edmontonians 
in general. In a way, riders 
pay twice. 

There are reasons for 
both to chip in, to be sure. 
Without suburban service, 
riders would be blocked 
from swaths of the city. 
Without comprehensive 
transit, Edmonton would 
give itself over to the auto¬ 
mobile. 

However, these groups 
aren’t responsible for cre¬ 
ating the inhospitable en¬ 
vironments transit has to 
serve. The fact that a tran¬ 
sit levy is even being con¬ 
sidered is a sign there is 
something fundamentally 
wrong with Edmonton’s 


new neighbourhoods. 

If they were not at the 
far fringes, transit service 
would be perfectly viable. 

Water, power, and 
drainage would be cheaper 
to provide. Schools, police, 
and fire protection would 
be more effective. 

Sprawl has many costs, 
and the city’s rightfully tir¬ 
ing of picking up the tab. 
Development levies, such 
as this proposal to recoup 
transit costs, pass the 
cheque back to the devel¬ 
opers profiting off the city. 

Developers are, unsur¬ 
prisingly, protesting. But 
developer protest is just a 
sign that it’s working. 
Some costs will be passed 
on, but structured correct¬ 
ly — and more important¬ 


ly, implemented regionally 
— much of it could go to¬ 
ward slowing down 
sprawl. Home buyers are 
free to choose more transit 
supportive locations. If 
they don't, it's only fair 
that they pay some of the 
costs of their choice. 

Nobody likes to pay for 
something they see as an 
entitlement, but nobody 
likes to pay taxes or fares 
either. This levy has the po¬ 
tential to fund transit and 
keep a lid on taxes, all 
while creating a more liv¬ 
able Edmonton. Council 
and the city deserve our 
support on this one.

Authors have fresh take on economy, environment

The follow-up to the best¬ 
seller Freakonomics — the 
aptly named Superfreako- 
nomics — has barely hit 
the shelves, but it has 
already caused a 
whirlwind of controversy 
on the worldwide blogos- 
phere. 

Part of that debate has 
to do with one particular 
chapter on A1 Gore, which 
is usually referred to as 
the Global Cooling chap¬ 
ter. Journalist Stephen 
Dubner, one half of the 
feisty writing duo which 
includes Steven Levitt, ex¬ 
plains himself to Metro.

keting side of 
her newfound 
profession. 

In 2003, she 
and her trav¬ 
el-loving hus¬ 
band pub¬ 
lished a guide 
to all the exits 
along Inter¬ 
state 95.
